THE HOME OF A SOUTHERN AUTHOR. 


From Appletons’ “ Hand-Book of American Travel,” by T. Addison 
Richards, 


Rambling once upon a time, through the negro quarters of Mr, 
Simms’ plantation, we amused ourselves in studying the varied charac- 
ters of the slaves, as shown in the style of their cabins, the order in 
which they kept them, the taste displayed in their gardens, &c.; for 
every man has all the material and tiie at his command to make him- 
self and his family as comfortable as he pleases. The huts of some bore 
as happy an air as one might desire; neat palings enclosed them; the 
gardens were full of flowers, and blooming vines clambered over the 
doors and windows. Others, again, had been suffered by the idle ocen- 
pants to fall into sad decay ; no evidence of taste or industry was to be 
seen in their hingeless doors, their fallen fences, or their weed-grown 
gardens. These lazy fellows were accustomed even to cut down the 
shade-trees which had been kindly planted before their homes, rather 
than walk afew yards further for other and even better fuel. The 
more industrious of the negroes here, as elsewhere, employ their leisure 
hours, which are abundant, in the culture of vegetables and in raisin 
fowls, which they sell to their masters, and thus supply themselves wi 
the means to purchase many little luxuries of life. For necessaries the 
have no concern, since they are amply and generously provided with all 
which they can require. Others whe will not thus work for their pin- 
money, are dependent upon the kindness of their masters, or more fre- 
quently upon their ingenuity at thieving. Many of them sell to their 
master in the morning the produce they have stolen from him the pre- 
vious night. At least, they all manage to keep their purses filled; and 
we were assured that not one, had he occasion or desire to visit Charles- 
ton or Augusta, but could readily produce the means to defray his 
expenses. One old woman was pointed out to us, who had several 
times left the plantation with permission to remain away as long as she 
pleased ; yet, although her absences were sometimes of long continuance, 
she was too wise not to return toa certain and good home. Wander 
how and whither she would, in due time her heart would join the bur- 
den of the song: 











“Oh! carry me back to old Virginny, 
To old Virginny’s shore!” 
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While once visiting some friends in Carolina, we had the pleasure of 
witnessing the bridal festivities of one of the servants of the family, a 
girl of some eighteen years. The occasion was one of those pleasant 
things which long hold place in the memory. For days previous, the 
young ladies of the household gayly busied themselves in kind prepara- 
tions for the event; in instructions to the bride, in the preparation of 
her white muslin robe, of her head-dress, and other portions of her 
toilet, in writing her notes of invitation to her sable friends—Mr. Sambo 
Smith, or Miss Clara Brown, according to the baptismals of their re- 
spective masters, whose names the negroes of the South always assume. 
In our quality of artist, we had the pleasure to expend our water-colors 
in wreaths of roses, and pictures of cupids, hearts, and darts, and so on, 
upon the icings of the cakes which the young ladies had prepared for 
the bridal feast; and who knows but that our chef dwuvres were con- 
sumed by ebony lips on that memorable night! The ceremony took 
place in the cabin of the bride, and in presence of the whites; and then 
followed revelry, feasting, and dancing upon the lawn, much to the de- 
light of the happy pair and their dark friends, and scarcely less to the 
pleasure of the brice’s kind mistresses and of all of us who witnessed 
their sports from the parlor windows. By the way, when you journey 
in the South, line your pockets with tobacco, dispense it generously to 
the darkies, and they are your friends for life. 

As we have said, Woodlands and its vicinage will enlighten you as to 
the genus of the scenery of all the lowlands of the South. This genus, 
however, you will find as you ramble from the seaboard towards the in- 
terior, subdivided into many species, each widely varying from the 
other. Upon the seaboard, and its many lovely and luxuriant islands, 
you will find the beau ideal of Southern soil, climate, vegetation, archi- 
tecture, and character. Here abound those lovely inlets and bays, 
which make up the absence of the lake-scenery of the North. These 
bayous and lakelets are covered with the rankest tropical vegetation ; 
they abound with every species of wild-fowl—birds of the most gorge- 
ous plumage, songsters of the sweetest notes—the mocking-bird and the 
nightingale, the robin, and a host of other equally celebrated warblers. 
Here, the foliage is so dense and rich, in form and color, that a poor 
imagination will readily people the spot with elves and sprites; ard 
there, again, so dark and solemn are the caverns, overshadowed by the 
impenetrable roofs of leaves, that you may readily interpret the screech 
of the owl, the groan of the bull-frog, and the hiss of the serpent into 
the unearthly wail of damned spirits. These are fitting haunts for the 
sad and contemplative mind at the witching hour of night. 

Here, the rice plantations abound. Many of them are of great ex- 
tent, some of the planters employing several hundred slaves. The white 
population is thus necessarily. thin, yet opulent. The cabins of the 
negroes on these extensive domains, surrounding the mansion, and its 
many out-buildings of the proprietor, give to every settlement the 
aspect of a large and thriving village. ‘There is something peculiarly 
fascinating in this species of softened feudal life. The slaves are, for the 
most part, warmly attached tu their masters, and they watch over their 
interests as they would their own. Indeed, they consider themselves 
part and parcel of their master’s family. They bear his name, they 
share his bounty; and their fortune depends wholly upon his. Through 
life they have every cemfort; the family physician attends them when 
sick, and in their old age and imbecility they are well protected. They 
glory in their master’s success and happiness; their pride is in exact 
proportion to the rank of the family they serve; and, whatever that 
may be, they still cherish a haughty and self-satisfied contempt for 
“ poor white folks.” 

“Go ’way, Sambo,” we once heard one of these jovial lads exclaim 
to another, whose ill-fortune it was to serve a less opulent planter than 
himself; “ go ’way, Sambo, your massa only got fifty niggers; my massa 
got hundred.” And he pulled up his shirt-collar, and marched pomp- 
ously off with the step and air of a millionaire. 

The masters, themselves descended from an old chevalier stock, and 
accustomed through many generations to the seclusion of country life, 
and that life under southern skies, and surrounded with all the appli- 
ances of wealth and homage, have acquired an ease, a grace, a generosity, 
a largeness of character, incompatible with the daily routine of the petty 
occupations, stratagems, and struggles of modern commercial and metro- 
politan life, be it in the Sonth or the North. 

Where the swamps and bayous do not extend, the country, still flat, is 
mostly of a rich sandy soil, which deeply tinges the waters of all the rivers 
from the Atlantic to the Mississippi. This is the grand characteristic of the 
southern portions ofall the Gulf States. The rivers as they extend to- 
wards the interior, are lined With high sandy bluffs, which, still farther 
northward, give place, in their turn, to mountain ledges and granite 
walls. These streams, from the Mississippi to the Alabama, the 
Chattahoochee and the Savannah, to the smaller rivers of Carolina and 
Florida, are filled with sandy islands, ever changing their position and 
form. Frequently high freshets occur in them, completely altering their 


channels, and bearing away the produce of whole plantations, from the 
cotton bale to the family domicile, and the certury-aged tree which 
In crossing the smaller water-courses of the South, we have 


shaded it. 








often observed marks of the extent of a freshet upon high trees, at an 
elevation of fifty or sixty feet above our head. They are sometimes an 
excessive bore to the hurried traveller, holding him water-bound for days 
together, and invariably in places where, of all others, he does not love 
to tarry.

Piterary Intelligence. 


Mrs. Gaskett’s Lire or Cuartotre Bronte.—This work has brought the 
authoress into an unfortunate affair. The unnecessary reference to an alleged 
private fact in Branwell Bronté’s unhappy career, turns out, after all, to be 
a wretched lie. Mrs. Gaskell’s excuse is, that she has been deceived; but 
even assuming the story to be true, she had no right to parade it in the man- 
ner she did. A humiliating apology; through the medium of a solicitor, has 
been given in the London Times, of May 80th, and very magnanimously ac- 
cepted by the lady who was so grievously injured by the shameful imputa- 
tion cast upon her. The London Critic says: “ Mrs. Gaskell ought to be 
compelled to recall every copy of her work, as far as that is possible, and to 
expunge the obnoxious passages.” It adds: “so long as one cepy of that 
book is in its present state, so long will that lady be suffering from an un- 
atoned injury.” Mr. W. W. Carus Wilson also complains bitterly to the Lit- 
erary Journal, of the injustice done in Mrs. Gaskell’s account of his father’s 
charitable institution at Cowan Bridge. There is yet another injured person 
in the field—the aged Mr. Bronté, who (at leastsays Mr. Carus Wilson,) 
‘feels deeply Mrs. Gaskell’s remarks on his treatment of his children.”—

Dearn or Doveras Jenrotp.—The sudden decease of Mr. Douglas Jerrold, 
which is announced among our foreign news this morning, has been the oe- 
easion of a general expression of surprise and sorrow in the circles which 
were accustomed to listen to the bursts of wit and pleasantry which marked 
the social intercourse of that popular humorist and pungent writer. He died 
on Monday, June 8, after a brief attack of rheumatic gout, retaining his intel- 
lect until a few moments before his death. 

Douglas Jerrold was born in London Jan. 8, 1808, and was consequently 
in the 55th year of his age when seized with his last illness. His father was 
manager of the provinciai theatre of Sheerness, and doubtless this cireum- 
stance gave an impulse to the strong dramatic tastes which at a }ater period 
distinguished the character of the son, At an early age young Douglas was 
smitten with a passion for going to sea, and, through the influence of Captain 
Austen, a brother of the celebrated novelist, obtained a berth as midshipman 
in the British Navy. He soon tired of the service, however, and returning to 
the inglorious life of a landsman, was apprenticed to a printer in London. 
While employed in this oceupation, he became imbued with an ardent love of 
literature, and devoted every moment of leisure that he could obtain to the 
devouring of books. Pursuing a regular course of self-instruction, he acquired 
the knowledge of several languages, but gave his best hours and deepest en- 
thusiasm to the study of Shakespeare. While working as a compositor in the 
office of a London newspaper, he first tried his hand at literary labor, and 
gained great admiration by several articles which he had secretly contributed 
to its columns. His first attempt was a criticism on the opera of “ Der Freis- 
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ehutz,” which so pleased the e ‘itor that the anonymous writer was requested 
to favor the journal with other articles from his brilliant and effective pen. 
Soon after, while still under the age of one-and-twenty, he wrote the popular 
drama of “ Black-Eyed Susan,” which is said to have been so successful that 
it postponed the ruin of Drury-lane ‘Theatre for a whole season. “ rhe 
Rent Day ” met with a no less triumphant reception, and fixed the vocation 
of the author as a dramatic writer. From this time his productions were 
numerous; they are, perhaps without exception, thoroughly English in their 
character, inculeating a wholesome vein of sentiment, and sparkling with 


true wit. 





Douglas Jerrold was a leading contributor to “Punch” from the | 


first establishment of that humorous journal. His papers are strongly marked | 
by their keen observation, mordant satire, and stinging invective. In 1846, | 


he commenced the publication of a weekly newspaper bearing his own name, 
which he afterwards sold, an] for several years past has been the editor of 
the largely circulated “ Lloyd’s Weekly.” 

As a journalist he was unflinching, often audacious, but always impelled 
by deep and honest convictions. His independence certainly approached 
the borders of eynicism, but those to whom he was best known are loud in 
their assertions of his intrinsic kindness of heart, which he never sacrificed 
except for the sake of indulging his sarcastic wit. Ile was the inveterate foe 
of everything which even resembled pretense or sham, With no respect for 
mere conventionalities, he often blurted out a homely truth, accompanied by 
less grace of manner than strength of expression. His nature was of too mas- 
culine a cast to yield a servile deference to the trammels of etiquette. A high 
moral courage was inwrought in his constitution, and he never quailed before 
the face of authority, nor shrunk from the assertion of unpopular truths. His 
sympathies were with the neglected classes of society; and, with none of the 
professions of the technical reformer, his heart beat high in the cause of hu- 
manity. Of rude and unpolished exterior, of defiant bearing, and of merciless 
speech, he was yet an admirable specimen of bluff Engli-h manliness, and as 
such will be remembered by the men of another age —7ribune, 24th inst.

Some changes in periodical literature have lately been made, and others 
are announced, which appear worthy of notice. In London, which was once 
celebrated for its Magazines, that entertaining description of literature is 
almost in abeyance. Of the long-established magazines, Zhe Gentleman's 
(which first appeared 126 years ago) is now the best. It recently came into 
the hands of an intelligent, spirited publisher, who has got it under excellent 
editorship, and, albeit it still is tie antiquarian organ of the time, many new 
and agreeable features have greatly improved and popularized it. Fraser's 
Magazine continues, with a circulation which probably pays expenses, and 
may yield some small profit. Since the death of Maginn, and the reunion of 
Mahony (“ Father Prout ”) and Carlyle, it has become a second-rate periodi- 
eal ; for a time it recovered some of its popularity, while Kingsley wrote for 
it, but it has latterly gone back. Ainsworth’s and the New Monthly Maga- 
zines, once so well conducted, now yield very limited profits) They continue 
to be taken in by circulating libraries, book clubs, and such institutions, but 
have very few individual purchasers. They are conducted on the principle 

~a killing one in the end—of paying nothing, or next to nothing, for contri- 
butions, and the result is, they are filled with weak inanities, in prose and 
verse. Mr. Ainsworth, a good novelist, is a bad magazine editor. Even the 
magazine which bears his name was ill-conducted from the time that the sui- 
cide ofits excellent sub-editor, Laman Blanchard, threw it back wholly on its 
proprietor’s hands, So too with Zhe New Monthly, successively edited by 
Thomas Campbell, Cyrus Redding, S. C. Hall, Edward Lytton Bulwer, 
Thomas Hood and Theodore Hook. It is now wholly in Mr. Ainsworth’s 
hands, and may be said to edit itself, pretty much, but not pretty well. 
There is also Bentley's Miscellany, which actually flourished for some years 
while conducted by Dickens, who was suceeeded by Ainsworth. Latterly it 
was very carelessly got up, and is now even worse, having also passed into 
Mr. Ainsworth’s proprietorship and fatal editorship. 

Per contra. There is a National Magazine, lately established in London (un- 
der the new law of Limited Liabilities on Partnership), by a joint stock com- 
pany, which is rapidly and deservedly making way. It has two editors—one, 
a poet, J. Westland Marston, the other also a dramatist, but an experienced 
editor and man of business to boot. Twelve years ago Mr. Saunders estab- 
lished a two penny (four cents) weekly illustrated periodical, which had sue- 
cess for a time, until he associated William and Mary Howitt with him. 
They used to write the greater part of each number, and tie public could 
net stand that—so the publication toppled over. Mr. Marston, author of 
numerous plays, of which the “ Patrician’s Daughter” is sometimes per- 
formed, has imagination and learning—good qualities for his present oceupa- 
tion. The editors of the National Magazine write very little in it, but have 
obtained a large circle of first-rate contributors, by paying them first-rate 

rices, The wood engravings, too, are above par. On the whole, this 
weekly (which is not weakly) has a great success, and its monthly parts ob- 
tain a considerable extra sale. 

In Edinburgh, Blackwood’s Magazine continues to hold towering ascen- 
dancy, the Mont Blane of British periodicals. There sprung up there some 
months ago a cheap magazine called the Zitan—an improvement on Hogg’s 
Instructor, De Quincy has been writing a great deal for it. His articles on 
China have just been collected and published separately in a volume. The 
Broughs, and some more of the London magaziners, have also written for the 
Titan. The proprietors announce that in future it will be the size and price 
of Blackwood—128 pages octavo, at half-acrown. It remains to be seen 
whether it will thrive as well at the high price as it did at the low, and 
whether it was wise thus to bring it into direct competition with such a 
potent publication as Llackwood. There is another Edinburgh monthly, 
called Zait’s Magazine, which had an enormous circulation at one time, from 
its liberal D cage but is now little more than the shadow of a name. 

Across the water there are changes too. The Dublin University Magazine, 


for a long time inferior only to Blackwood, has found Mr. Lever’s “ Fortunes 
of Glencore,” which ran through several months in its pages, as popular as 
most of his other serial tales, and has resolved to break new ground. There- 
fore that lively writer, Mr. Shirley Brooks, is engaged to commence in it a 
new novel, to be called “The Partner.” Mr. Brooks is a successful dramatist, 














and his “Russians in the South,” (originally contributed to the Morning 
Chronicle) show that he can observe and reflect as well as invent. He has 
as yet produced only one work of fiction, ‘ Aspen Court,” which 
originally appeared in Bentley's Miscellany, and has the ordinary fault of 
young authors—it is too much crowded with characters, He has “A Story 
of Modern Life” in press, which may be bétter. 

Of the new periodical, the Trish Metropolitan Magazine, put forth by the 
liberal young literati of Dublin, as an offset to the tory writers in the Uni- 
versity Magazine, two numbers have appeared. It has not been heard of 
lately, and if not dead is “missing.” Irish periodicals, however, have elas- 
ticity and vitality beyond ordinary publications. Thus a quarterly, called 
Bolster’s Magazine of Ireland, was commenced at Cork in 1825, and published 
with (Irish) regularity until nearly three volumes were completed, then came 
an intermission ; after which the psuedo-Quarterly issued its twelfth number 
some nine years after the appearance of the eleventh! There is also an Jrish 
Quarterly Review, commenced six years ago in Dublin, and really a 
capital periodical—well-printed, well-edited, low-priced, and especially 
strong in local history and antiquities, biography and criticism. After 
flourishing extremely well for two years, it fell into the error of becoming a 
elass-periodical, devoting half its space to the discussion of philanthrophie 
plans for reforming juvenile criminals. It continues to entertain this 
monopolizing subject, and has thereby imperilled its general popularity. Just 
now it has announced that it will double its matter and enlarge its price 
from half-a crown to five shillings—a perilous experiment, as the Irish are 
not much of a reading people, at home, where books are dear. We say 
nothing of the Dublin Review (the Catholic organ), as we have not found it 
necessary to mention the Edinburgh, and North British, or the Quarterly | 
Westminster, and British Quarterly Reviews. 

It may be added that the young men of Trinity College, Dublin, are about 
publishing a literary magazine of their own. 


A magnificently illustrated edition of the Poems of Tennyson, the poet 
laureate, has been very largely subscribed for by the London “ trade,”—that 
is, a complete copy has been taken round tv the principal booksellers in “ the 
Row,” who are allowed to have as many copies as they order at lower terms 
than the usual twenty-five per cent. discount, besides the privilege, when 
they take twenty-four copies, of getting a twenty-fifth for nothing. This 
illustrated Tennyson will have a fine portrait of the author, with fine engray- 
ings after Mulready, Stanfield, Creswick, Maclise, Mellais, Horsley, Hunt and 
Rossetti. The publication will not take place until the autumn, and the book 
will cost a guinea and a half, which is a pretty good sum for a single volume. 
Three guineas is the price of the three volumes of Dr. Barth’s Travels and 
Discoveries, from 1849 to 1855, in Northern and Central Africa. This work, 
just issued, will have thirty-six illustrations on tinted lithograph, one hundred 
wood engravings and eleven maps. Dr. Livingston’s African Tour will im- 
mediately follow. Another book of personal adventure, about to come from 
the London press, is Mr. Wm, Chandler’s “ Visit to Salt Lake, and Journey 
across the Plains to Utah.” 

Hans Andersen, the Swedish novelist, is now in London, on a visit to 
Charles Dickens, and will immediately produce a new work of fiction, to be 
translated into English under his own eye, called ‘To Be or Not to Be.” 
There is some rumor of a visit from Andersen to the United States in the 
course of the present year. He has a multitude of admirers here, who would 
cordially welcome him. 

The two concluding numbers of “ Little Dorrit” appeared in London on 
the first of June. {t is said that there are already four thousand copies of 
the book, as a volume, ordered by the trade. This is likely enough, as many 
persons have a dislike to read a story by instalments, during nineteen months. 


The London Atheneum has been giving some severe and apparently well- 
merited hits to Sir Archibald Alison, who, in the sixth volume of his new 
History of Europe, has freely “ conveyed” whole passages about events in 
India from Mr. Kaye’s work; and not content with freely using his facts, has 
even appropriated, in a wholesale manner, Mr. Kaye’s very words, with 
searcely an alteration. The Atheneum prints the parallel passages side by 
side, and establishes the charge. 

A new novel, which the critics have very warmly praised, has recently 
been published anonymously ; but it appears that the author is Sir Arthur H. 
Elton. It is called ‘* Below the Surface: a Story of English country Life.” 


A volume of “Gossip,” from Household Words, is announced. {ITenry 
Morley is the author. 

Mrs. Bray, the novelist, (daughter-in-law and biographer of Thomas 
Stothard, the painter,) is writing “ Handel: his Life, personal and Profes- 
sional; with Thoughts on Sacred Music.” 

In Macaulay’s History of England some use was made of what he desig- 
nates the Diary of Narcissus Luttrell, in manuscript in the library of All- 
Souls’ College, Oxford, which he had been allowed to quote from. This has 
just been published in London in six octavo volumes, as a “ Brief Historical 
Relation of State Affairs from September, 1678, to April, 1814.” It includes 
part of the reign of Charles IL, the events of the Revolution, and the whole 
reigns of William and Mary, and Anne. 


The death of Mr. Coulton, editor of the Press, a London weekly journal, is 
reported. He was formerly editor of the Britannia. The articles in the Press 
during the late war somewhat in favor of Russia, were Coulton’s. He wrote 
an able article in the Quarterly, to show that “ Junius” was the wicked Lord 
Lyttleton, and has left a manuscript work on “Junius,” and also a novel. 
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Two English lecturers are about visiting the United States professionally, 
“ad renovare dollarem,” to renew the dollars (and dimes), as Eneas sald 
when Dido asked him to relate his adventures. One of these is Irish by 
birth, being William Howard Russell, Doctor of Laws, by special grant from 
the University of Dublin, (he actually was educated at what the natives call 
“ ould Thrinity College,”) and known, far and near, as“ Our Own Corre- 
spondent” of the London Jimes, during the war in the Crimea. The other is 
Samuel Carter Hall, editor of the Art Journal, the crack picture magazine of 
London, and better knewn as husband of Mrs. 8. C. Hall, the most natu- 
ral, most touching, and most amusing of all Irish female writers. — Were it 
not for a habit Mrs. Hall has of almost invariably and inevitably winding up 
her Irish Sketches with the moral ostentatiously paraded in italics, she would 
be a non-such of a story-teller. ws 

Dr. Russell, who has certainly written very spirited accounts of what 
was done during the War in the Crimea, has lately commenced lecturing 
thereon in London, and, being taken in hand by Mr. Beale (who brought 
Jullien and company to America, and ‘is constantly conducting operatic and 
concert singers over all parts of Queen Victoria's United Kingdom), is to 
have $50,000 for lecturing where and when Mr. Beale wishes, for the space 
of twelve calendar months. This engagement commenced last month before 
a London audience, and, though the admission is very high—about three 

dollars for a single ticket to a single lecture—the course consisting of three— 
curiosity to see “ Our Own Correspondent,” and hear him tell his own story, 
filled the house; and this, too, though Dr. Russell, not at all used to public 
speaking, was the reverse of fluent, and even—if such a charge can be 
brought against an Irishman—not a little shy. The various newspaper ac- 
counts do all but intimate that Russell had told in his book a great deal more 
than he puts into his lectures, and told it better, too. The book can be 
bought for one dollar, and the lectures heard for nine— but then 
there is the pleasure of seeing the man who was all through the war as a 
literary amateur, and used to write for his newspaper, with cannon balls 
flying about him, as coolly as if he were merely extending his notes in a cof- 
fee house in London. Russell cannot cross the Atlantic until next year—say 
September, 1858—but will certainly come over then, if there be any fair 
chance of success. The good fortune of Mr. Thackeray as a lecturer in the 
United States has made several of the English literati very anxious to try 
their fortune here. They do not remember that in this lottery there are 
five hundred blanks to one prize, which Thackeray won. 

Mr. Hall is supposed to be the actual, veritable Pecksniff of “ Martin Chuzzle- 
wit.” For a time, and by a few, it was supposed that the late Sir Robert Peel 
was the original of that character. But the impression faded off, and Mr. 
Samuel Carter Hall is universally confessed to be the man The artist “ Phiz” 
has even hit off, in his Pecksniff, a strong personal resemblarce to Mr. Hall— 
an unmistakable resemblance, indeed. So did Dickens point him out, showing 
him, in his family, surrounded by portraits and busts of himself. After all, 
though somewhat pretensious, and aiming at passing off as a great moral 
philosopher, Mr. Hall has numerous good ange He writes fluently and 
clearly, has considerable knowledge of modern art and artists, and is a fair 
critic. Part of the time that Norman Campbell edited The New Monthly 
Magazine, Mr. Hall was the sub-editor, and succeeded as chef, when the poet 
seceded. He edited “ The Amulet,” a religious annual for three years, and 
has also edited several other picture-books, such as “‘ The Book of Gems,” 
“ The Baronial Halls of England,” and “ The Book of British Ballads.” In 
conjunction with his wife, he produced three octavo picture-books on Ireland. 
Eighteen years ago, he started Zhe Art Union, now more appropriately called 
The Art Journal, a periodical in which the writing is nothing, and the en- 
gravings a great deal. The “ Vernon Gallery,” beautifully reproduced in 
this periodical, raised it to a vast circulation, and this is still kept up by 
the series of engravings now being issued, from Queen Victoria's pictures. 
Some years ago, when “ barristers of four years’ standing” were made eligi- 
ble for various snug appointments in Great Britain and Ireland, the labor 
being small and the pay good, Mr. Hall got called to the English bar, which 
fact he puts before the world on all his title-pages. But he has never been 
appointed to any berth. He was not even made a Crystal Palace Commis- 
sioner, though it certainly was he, (in the “ Art Union,”) and not Prince 
Albert, who originally suggested the Gallery of the World’s Fair. Mr. Hall, 
we believe, never had practice, even in a single case, as a lawyer. He has 
made two or three tolerable after-dinner speeches, but has never lectured. 
What he can have to tell in a lecture, save that his Art Journal ought to be 
supported, (which it is, and particularly well in the United States,) is a puz- 
zle. But as he is reported to be expected over in the Fall, being engaged by 
an “ Institution” in New York, the public will soon have an opportunity of 
knowing. If the bills be headed “ The Original Pecksniff,” curiosity will fill 
the house on the first night.

translating them, as it were, into modern language, and supplying a few of 
those historical and topographical details for which we are indebted to recent 
research. If executed with reverence and judgment, the author believes 





that such Memoirs of the Saviour’s Ministry would be to many a welcome 
and useful work. For the present, however, he is deterred from an attempt, 
which, like every labor of love, craves a large amount of leisure. But hav- 
ing given to his own congregation a few specimens of the Gospel Story, thus 
rendered, he now ventures to publish them, retaining the poetical reflections 
with which they were accompanied, and in the hope that such friends as are 
kind enough to look into the volume will exeuse its fragmentary character, 
its important omissions, and its occasional disregard of chronological se- 
quence.” 


D. Arrteron & Co. have just issued their “Illustrated Hand-Book of 
American Travel,” compiled and edited by T. Addison Richards, This work 
is gotten upin the style of Murray’s renowned Hand books, ani contains 
copious directions and information regarding all the routes of travel and 
places of interest in the United States. A number of ‘Skeleton Tours” are 
offered to the tourist for selection, and the volume is also profusely embellished 
with engravings. In the preface are the following explanatory remarks: 
“Though we have thus done our best for the present, we ines to do still bet- 
ter hereafter, as we revise and extend our seme year after year, with the 
benefit of enlarged personal observation and of the good counsels of others; 
for we trust that those who follow our guidance will do us the kindness to 
advise us of any and all errors and omissions they may discover in our pages. 
To assist them in rendering us this generous service, we have placed some 
blank leaves for memoranda at the end of our book. In our list of illustra- 
tions we have the good fortune to include valuable contributions from the 
portfolios of our gifted brother-artists, Mr. James H. Cafferty, Mr. F. E. 
Church, Mr. Jervis McEntee, Mr. A. D. Shattuck, Mr. S. S. David, Mr. Chas. 
Lanman, Mr. T. H. Ayres, and others, In the literary department we are 
much indebted to Mr. Ayres for the careful account of California ; to Mr. T. 
D. Lowther for the very pleasant mention of St. Augustine; and to William 
Prescott Smith for the account of the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad. We 
have thought it best to follow the familiar geographical order of the various 
divisions of the country, aud thus to begin at Canada on the extreme north- 
east, and, continuing along the-shores of the Atlantic and the Gulf of Mexico, 
end upon the Pacific, westward.

A committee, consisting of C. Van Rensselaer, John C, Backus, and 
Samuel Agnew, was appointed, with power to take measures to carry the 
resolution into effect. Various circumstances interfered to prevent the pub- 
lication of the work until the present time. Since the committee was ap- 
pointed, the basis of the Presbyterian Historical Society has been enlarged 
so as to include other branches of the Presbyterian Church. It is, therefore, 
proper to state that the Society itselfis not to be considered as committed to 
the controversial statements of the present history, but merely as issuing it 
under general patronage and authority, after the manner of other Historical 
Societies. This volume of Church History is the first volume of the publica- 
tions of the Presbyterian Historical Society.” The volume is a thick octavo, 
and in addition to the History, contains a memoir of the Author, by the Rev. 
3}. Van Rensselaer, D D., and an Historical Introduction by the Rev. William 
Blackwood, D.D.
